THE NEW CZAR MUST CONCILIATE 
Or the Nihilists Will Take His Measure Some 
Senny Sanday Afternoon— Increasing 
Mystery Concerning the Death of 

Alex. II—A Beoret Mine. 


New York, March 16—A meeting of 
socialists last night, was largely attended, 
Justus H. Sewah presiding. Wm. Drury, a 
French communist, said that Russia had 
too long neglected the warnings of men of 
thought and freedom, who had finally 
broken their chains of bondage, removing 
from the face of the earth the greatest 
tyrant Russia had ever known. The impe- 
rial families in Earope must go. The 
world had been cheated by those people 
long enough, and the people were tired of 
them, He hated to see atl human butchers 
die, and, while he regretted the shedding of 
human blood, he rejoiced that the emperor 
had been killed because he had been the 
cause of the death of thousands of people. 

Resolutions were adopted congratulating 
the world upon the overthrow of the abso 
Intism of feudal aristocracy in Russia, and 
the people of Europe upon the removal of 
the greatest obstacle to the establishment 


action of the republicans in the last congress 
who, he said, had interposed dilatory mo 
t ons against the consideration cf the noni- 
tions which had been sent in by a man who 
had not been elected, and was without right 
to the presidency.

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MONETARY CONFERENCE, 


Which France Will 
Subeait, 
Beruix, March 16.—A morning journal) 
here professes to give the French proposal 
to be submitted at the monetary conference 
as the basis of discussion. It takes the form 
of the draft of a convention of eleven ar- 
ticles, according to which the consenting 
parties would constitute themselves a bi- 
metallicunion. Each member would per- 
mit unlimited coinage of gold and silver in 
the proportionate rate of one to fifteen and 
half It would be optional for the 
contracting countries to alter or 
retain the coinage of dollars, francs, 

unds or marks. Any person would 
pave the right of gratuitous coinage in any 
of the countries or immediate exchange of 
coin for bullion at a deduction not exceed. 
ing two per thousand, gold and silver coins 
to be legal tender in the states coining 
them, each government to settle the quan 
tity and quality of its own issue. The 
acceptance of silver is to begin the same 
day in all the consenting countries, and the 
convention to remain in force until the 
year 1900, and if not denounced a year be- 
fore that date, this fact to constitute a tacit 
renewal until the year 1910, and so on for 
periods of ten years.

The address to their fellow-workingmen 


in Russia, to their best friends and most 
active partisans, the vihilists, will be for- 
warded. The address is as follows: 
Tell the workingmen of Russia that between 
aristocracy and proletariat there can be no 
compromise. Between parasites and producers 
there can be no peace. While louts and loafers 
live in luxury upon the products of our labor, 
we must suffer and slave, Brothers, your cause 
is thatof the oppressed against the oppressor. 
That cause isa holy cause. That cause is not 
only for Russia, but for all countries. It is 
universal. Brothers, we approve your actions. 
We approve your methods. Between you and 
your oppressors there can be no truce. Kill, 
destroy, assassinate, annihilate, even to its very 
germ, your aristocracy. Have for them no 
feeling of love, for they are incapable of that 
uoble emotion. 
Addresses were also delivered in Russian 
and German of similar import te the reso- 
lution. 
A St. Petersburg dispatch says that the 
provinces are quiet and free from excite. 
ment. To-day streams of foot passengers 
passed upand down the street where the 
assassination took place. Large crowds 
continue in front of the winter palace. 
Funeral mass was celebrated before a 
densely packed congregation. It is asserted 
that if the czar had permitted himselfto be 
driven in his carriage after the first explo- 
sion the catastrophe might have _ been 
averted; yet it is regarded as certain that 
more assassins were posted in different 
parts of the city. The czar never took the 
same road for driving out or returning. 
Only at the moment of starting did a trusty 
orderly tell the coachman the route to take 
(he second person arrested proved to be a 
respectable citizen. terrified by the explo- 
sion. He was quickly released. The em- 
peror’s last words were ‘‘Sasha,” ‘‘Sasha,”’ 
the diminutive for Alexander. 
A Paris cablegram says: A letter from 
Geneva.on the Intransegeant, reports that 
after the abortive attempt at the winter 
palace the police seized 400,000 francs, con- 
stituting the nibilist fund, and until they 
had gotten together more money the revo 
lutionary party were obliged to keep quiet. 
Warnings, however, were repeatedly sent 
the emperor, the last one reaching him on 
the 3d instant, but all were disregarded. 
The assassinacion was then determined up- 
on. To avert the attention of the police, the 
nibilists let it be supposed thet explosives 
were being manufactured in London, while 
they were being prepared in St. Petersburg 
[he fatal bombs were loaded by women. 
I'he writer adds that there is no nihilist of 
the name of Roussakoff. Rochefort prefaces 
the above by an article in which he ironi- 
cally offers a wager that before twelve 
menths pass Alexender III, will have 
vranted Russia a constitution. 
The Press Voltaire has a telegram that 
says the entrails of the emperor literally 
gushed out when the bombstruck him, An 
anonymous ljetter, announcing the intend- 
ed assassination, was sent the Princess 
Dolgourouski, Sanday morning. She en- 
deavored to persuade the emperor to stay at 
home A nilfilist placard, prociaiming death 
to Alexander and warning his successor that 
if he did not adopt a liberal policy he would 
have his father’s fate,was posted on the walls 
of St. Petersburg Sunday evening. 
The Voltaire counsels the czar to break at 
once with Bismarck and the Germans. It 
says: “Our wishes are neither unjimely 
norimpertinent. Thenew czar will be 
French enough for us, if thoroughly Prus- 
sian,” 
ST. Pererspure, March 16.—Last week 
the czar received a small box, ostensibly 
containing pills, witha letter from abroad. 
When Dr. Botkin opened the box a slight 
explosion occurred. The pills were found” 
to contain highly explosive substance, 
enough to kill several persons if ail the con- 
tents had simultaneously exploded. 
Greece has pow an unquestionably zeal- 
ous champion in the empress of Russia. 
ier first effort will »be directed towards a 
policy more favorable to Greece. This 
might open up a prospect disquieting to 
Kurope but for the hope that Turkey, tak- 
ing note of these new bearings, will 
promptly avert the danger by making 
necessary concessions, 
The pope has sent an autograph letter of 
condolence to the czar. 
A Berlin dispatch says the czar has sent 
special letters to Emperor William assuring 
him that Russia's friendly feeling toward 
Germany is unchanged. 
A decree has been published granting to 
the persons exported to Siberia, with the 
loss of civil rights, permission to engage in 
commercial or professional pursuits after 
three years good behavior. The same privi- 
lege to be accorded to the political exiles, 
subject to the approval of the minister of 
the interior. 
Paris, March 16.—The Intransigeant pub- 
lishes a letter addressed to M. Rochefort by 
a Russian refugee in Geneya, stating that 
the nihilist committee had warned the czar 
on the 3d instant of the peril he would 
incur if treedom was not granted the peo 
ple, and asserting that the bombs which 
were thrown Sunday were manufactured in 
St. Petersburg bya woman. The letter also 
states that no one by the name of Roussa- 
kofft figures on the lists of their members, 
Rochefort'and Oliver Paine leftjfor Geneva 
yesterday to obtain authentic details of 
the emperor’s assassination from the nihil- 
ist correspondent man who signs his initial 
“Dp.” A fresh communication from this 
mysterious person was published to-day in 
the Intransigeant, which warns the public 
against attaching too much credence to the 
telegrams from St. Petersburg, and declares 
positively that the young man, Roussakoff, 
eannot have thrown the first bomb. The 
real criminals were, according to “D.,” 
inside of one of the mansions bordering 
Rue Millione, but the Russian officials 
found it conyenient, let it be supposed 
that the shells were thrown by persons in 
the crowd, None of the assassins,’’ adds 
“D.,” “bave been arrested.”’ The natural 
inference drawn from this strange state- 
mentis that the emperor was murdered by 
members of the nihuilist fraternity holding 
same official position. *D.” further affirms 
that the bombs were not enclosed in glass 
as stated and that only five seconds elapsed 
between the two exp-osions.

The Agence Russe says: The grief felt for 
the emperor by the Russian nation is incon- 
solable, If they required proofs of the im- 
mensity of their loss it would be forthcom- 
ing in the evidence of the condolence which 
pour in from the sovereign governments 
and national republics of the whole world.

Lonpon, March 16—A dispatch to the 
Times from Berlin says that when the news 
of the assassination reached Berlin, it was 
feared the murder might increase the 
severity of the socialist law here, and it has 
already become noticeable that.as a result a 
number of suspected persons have been 
expelled from the city. According to an 
official report lately presented to parlia- 
ment, it seems that the anarchic ele- 
ment, though unseen, is more vital 
and vigorous after an lapse of two years 
than when the socialist law was passed. 
The report states that efforts have been 
made which were partially successful to 
distribute the socialist organization among 
the people, and even among the troops. 
In government circles in Beriin entire 
confidence is felt in the peaceful policy of 
the new czar.. It is stated that he will 
shortly issue « manifesto announcing his 
motto, ‘peace and economy,”’ and declaring 
his intention to devote himself mainly to 
internal reform. 

Special dispatch to The Constitution. 
Sr. Psrerssure, March, 16 —The body of 
the dead emperor was placed in its coffin 
to day and conveyed to the great church of 
the palace. Theemperor and the grard 
duke, Viademir, bore the head of the coffin 
and the other grand dukes and princes of 
Lanchtenberg and Oidenburg bore the foot 
and sides. The people in the halls knelt as 
the procession passed. Upon the arrival of 
the cortege at the church mass for the dead 
was celebrated. The regalia had been 
brought from Moscow aud conveyed 
through the streets in state, 
The mine which was uncovered by the 
sappers was intended to blow up the im- 
perial carriage in case Sunday’s attempt 
tailed. The spot where the emperor was 
injured has been enclosed and covered with 
turf, anda sentry of the old regiment of 
Emperor Paul is guarding it. 


WHAT NIHILISTS SEEK: 


Interview With One of the Organi- 
zation. 
New York Herald, 


There are probably very few, if any, living in 
this country who are more familiar with the deep 
laid schemes of the nihilists to overthrow the 
government of Russia, and the preliminary plot- 
tings for the accomplishment of this end ainst 
the life of the late czar, than “‘W. C——ky,”’ the 
nihilist ‘correspondent of the Springfield Re- 
publican, otherwise known as John Baker. A re- 
porter of the Heraid bad an interview with him 
vesterday. He said in reply tw a question: 
“There are two factions in Russia seeking a 
in the government—the extreme 
radicals, who are justly termed 
nihilists, and the others, who suffer 
the odium of the name, but who are amply revo- 
lutionists. Personally I object to being called a 
nihilist, but there seems to be no escape from the 
About three weeks ago three agents of 
the Supreme secret revolutionary government, 
the chiefs of which—I meau the reyolutiouary 
government—hold docirines entirely different 
from the extreme radicals, sent by the under- 
ground railway, which is peculiar to Russia at 
the present time, a request for an audience with 
the czar, promising his personal safety and ask- 
ing in return their own safety. The object of the 
proposed interview was to lay belore the czar the 
true condition of the country and to request him 
to come and mix fora few hours incognito with 
the people and see for himself. The czar, who 
was was really good at heart, although weak in 
~ my granted, strahge as it may seem, the inter- 
view.”’ 

‘*Did he grant the request and go with them on 
the tour of inspection as suggested?’ 

**He did so promptly.’’ 

‘*Did he require any other than verbal vouchers 
for his safety ”’’ 

‘None; he took their word, they expressing a 
willingness to be searched, which, howerer, he 
did not ask. I should state that these agents 
were representatives of the highest families in 
the empire.’’ 

‘*What was the extent of the joint tour of in- 
spection?’’ 

“They went, for instance, to a policeman and 
told him that in a house which was designated at 
random lived a prominent nihilist. A body of 
gendarmes at once made its appearance upon the 
signal of the police, and the master of the house 
was arrested without warrant, he only being told 
that he was wanted. Afterward one of 
the agents in another street accused one’ 
of his companions. of having robbed | 
him. The money and jewelry, of the accuser 
were found upon the person of the accused, and | 
yet, in halfan hour afterward, the latter joined 
the party, stating, as was afterward proven, that‘ 
he had given the larger share of the fictitious theft ¢ 
to the chief of the police district. To cut this part 
of the narrative short they showed to the emperor 
the rottenness of nearly all holding official posi- 
tions under the government, including the 
emperor’s own brother, to whom was traced a, 
theft of 12,C00,000 rubles of government funds.’’ 
‘How did the expedition terminate?’ 

‘*a fter the parties had returned to the place of 
meeting the emperor asked, ‘Whatis the remedy 
for this?’ ‘A share of the government by the 
people,’ was the answer. ‘Whatis wanted from 
me”’’ continued the genes, The answer was | 
simply, ‘Give to the Poles what you promised 
and your father and uncle before you—a consti- | 
tution—and not only to the Poles but to the; 
whole nation. An article that is good for expor- 
tation ought to be doubly good for home con- 
sumption. It was good for Russiain your eyes 
tospend millions of money and to sacrifice tens 
of thousands of lives in order to obtain acousti- 
tution for Bulgaria and independeuce to Rou- 
mania, and it ought to be good for 
Russia.

Grant a constitution and you will | 
establish firmer the Romanoff dynasty and be 
loved by the whole of your people, like the Aus- 
trian emperor.’ In the characteristic manner of 
his family he answered, ‘Not during my lifetime, 
or after me, if I can help it.’ Upon this they lefs 
him, and you see the result.’’ 
“Do you trace the czar’s assassination to his 
refusal to comply with the demand thus e 
upon him?’’ 
**Yes, most decidedly.”’ 
“How are the people of Russia to be benefited ‘ 
by the czar’s assassination ’”’ 

‘They will wait to see if Alexander IIE. will 
fulfill the pledge which he gave to the old Russ 
party of the reforms that he would inaugurate 
upon his on tothe throve. Should he fail 
to fulfill this pledge they will not wait another 
twenty-six years. The late emperor received due 
warning and did not heed it. The present em- 
peror has his warning already, and his future? 
destiny lies in his owo hands.”’ 

“What do the nihilists ask?’’ 

“Simply when a man is seen to be drowning 
to be permitted to hold out to him a stick and 
pull him ashore, without being compelled just te 
go perhaps a dozen miles to an official to ask his 
permission to save one’s own father. They ask 
that deportation to Siberia and incarceration in 
dungeons be stopped; that those who are in one 
or the other shall be set free. And, in a kindly 
word of advice to the Russian government, 
through the embassy at Washington, | suggest 
that moderation be used, that wisdom l 
take the piace of folly. Humanity can stand only 
when too much is put on

of Russia will be opened by force, and a sound 
republic will rise in place of a rotten, despotic 
dynasty.’’ % 
“Do they pro te do away with the empire?”’ 
“No. We fully recognize that the people in 
ussia to-day are not fit for a republican form of 
government, and will not be for the next haif 
century; but they must have a representative 
form of g»overgment—a constitution and the 
abolition of Sit@ria as a place of imprisonment 
for political prisoners.””

| Jasreg, March 14 —Again Pickens county 
is disgraced by a bloody murder. Our citi- 
zens were shocked this morning on hearing 
be the murder of Robert R. Simmons by 
; Ace Patterson on last night. Desiring to 
| know the particulars of the affair quite a 
‘number of our fellow-townsmen secured 
conveyances and hastened to the spot where 
the murder had been perpetrated. On 
‘arriving there a most appalling sight met 
the horriged gaze. In a dim way that leads 
around a rugged steep and amid a dense 
thicket, we beheld the body of the deceased 
lying on his back, with eyes apparently 
gazing atsome deathly monster descending 
from aboye. The mangled body, shrouded 
in gore,” presented many gaping and 
deadly wounds, while the lips were parted 
as if begging tor mercy. We were satisfied 
that the knife that inflicted the fifteen 
wounds & the body of Robert R. Simmons 
could have been wielded by none but the 
hand of him who had resolved to launch 
the soul from time to eternity. The coroner 
arrived and soon made up his jary and pro- 
ceeded to examine the body and the wit- 
nesses. Mr. Joseph Simmons, father of 
tobert Simmons, was the first called to the 
stand. His evidence was as follows: ‘I 
came to look for my son, Squire Simmons. 
My son, Robert Simmons, was assisting me 
to hunt Squire. Robert and I went down 
the road together and he came back through 
the thicketand I came the road. My fice 
barked and attracted my attention, and I 
saw some persons I thought to be them. I 
called and asked if Squire wasthere. They 
said he was. I told him tocome to me. He 
answered he would in a few minutes. I 
called himvagain and he came. He asked 
what I wanted. I told him I wanted him 
to go home and to go quickly. Then Robert 
came, Then I said, ‘iet’s go home.’ When 
we started Ace Patterson said ‘hold!’ When 
he came he told Squire to come back, he 
wanted to talk withhim. Presently I said, 
‘come, let’s go.’ Again, after we started, 
Ace Patterson said, ‘hold!’ he wanted to 
speak a few words. Then Ace and Squire 
walked oif from me. Then I first saw some- 
thing was wrong between them. Ace Pat 
terson gave Squire Simmons the lie. I 
heard a pistol fire. Thought Ace fired it. 
The pistol alarmed me and I said, ‘Part 
them!’ Isaw Ace make at Squire, and as 
he did that Bob caught him around the 
waist, and said: ‘Come, Ace!’ Patterson 
turned to Bob and hugged around him. 
Kimsey Patterson said: “Kill him, G--d 
i—n him,”’ Then Kimsey started at them. 
He struck at me as he passed by, and cut 
my finger as I warded it off. I jumped back.

I sawa knife in the hand 
of Kimsey Patterson, or thought it to be 
one.’ The next witness was Kimsey Pat- 
cerson. He said: “Ace Patterson, Squire 
simmons, Mr. Fowler and myself were ii 
the woods, and Joseph Simmons and Bob 
Simmons passed by. Mr. Fowler and I 
tarted and saw Joseph Simmons and Bob 
Simmons. Bob came tous. They asked if 
i had seen Squire. I said yes. They asked 
where? I gaid sitting down there. Bob 
wanted o go back with him. I refused. 
Winally | Went back with him. ThenI went 
home. Ace’s wife asked me to come back, 
‘or she feared they would raise a fuss. | 
said I thought there was no danger. They 
vere friendiy when I left. I came back and 
Joseph Simmons called Bob back and asked 
if Squire was there. I said he was. Joe 
Simmons called his son Squire and said a 
man was waiting for bim. Then he called 
Ace when Squire had come to him. We all 
wentto him. Ace and Squire stepped out 
and put their hands on the 
ground, and Joe Simmons § asked, 
‘{s that for friendship or burst up? 
They got up and Squire said Ace had not 
done the thing that was right with him. 
Joe aud Bob Simmons and myself all spoke 
about the same time and utd \etban home. 
Ace and I started; Joe Simmons started the 
other way. Squire said, ‘stop Ace, I want a 
few more words.’ Said Ace had counted 
him out of $12at Sam Taylor’s. Ace said ‘I 
have always acted right with you and am 
your friend and want to be all right if you 
will be.’ Squire said ‘you counted me out 
of $12 50and 1 can prove it. Ace denied it. 
Squire gave him the lie. Ace told him he 
was a point blank liar. Squire took a pistol 
from his right coat pocket and fired in Ace’s 
face. When the pistol fired Bob Simmons 
made at Ace; struck at the side of his head. 
Squire came up and seemed to snap a pistol. 
I said ‘stop beys,’and started to them; I was 
about six~ or seven steps off. Joseph Sim- 
mons struck between Bob and Squire at Ace 
with a hame. I got nearly close enough to 
catch Bob, to part them, and Joe Simmons 
struck me withthe hame. Then he threw 
the hame at me. I dodged and tried to get 
a rock to throw, but missed, though mo- 
tioned as if throwing, to keep him from 
throwing. Then seeing they had Ace down 
[ealled father. Next thing I was knocked 
down, being hitin theside by J Sim- 
mons. Igot nearly straight and Squire Sim- 
mons snapped a pistol in my face. 
Then I flung Squire from me 
and started to run, uire 
being atme and seeing another coming | 
thought to be Bob. It was Ace instead of 
Bob. Father said, ‘Is Ace dead?’ I said, 
‘Yes,’ but Ace said ‘Help me; I am shot 
and cut all to pieces!’ Father got hold of 
Ace; lealled Pose Fowler and said ‘Ace 
was shot and cut to pieces.’ Then we start- 
ed to the house and left Bob Simmons 
lying there. Didn’t see any one hit Bob.”’ 
Squire Simmons said: ‘We were in the 
woods. Fatherand Bob passed by. Father 
called me. I went, and we started home. 
Ace Patterson cailed me back. We wege 
disputing, and father took me by the arm 
and said, ‘Let’s go home.’ Ace was off 
about four steps, and took something from 
his pocket and said he was ‘going to whip 
me; g—dd—n me.’ A pistol was shot, or 
sumething like one. Rimeer Patterson 
threw a rock at me and knocked me to m 
knees. Asl gotup 1 saw him throw a fom 
at father, and then he jumpped on me with 
his knife and stabbed mein the shoulder. 
Then | went a few steps off and sat down, 
and heard Bob say, ‘Don’t kill me, Ace.’ 
Before | left lsaw Ace cut Bob, or strike 
him with something that looked likeaknife. 
We were aboat forty yards from the place 
where the difficulty took place. Kimsey 
Patcerson, myself and the Simmonses were 
there.

RAISING COTTON. 


Some Valuable Saggestions from a 
Planter. 

LAWRENCEVILLE, March 9.—I have been 
experimenting four or five years with cot- 
ton rows three and four feet wide, and I 
find that rows four feet wide make as large 
a vield as those three feet wide. Three feet 
rows and under are adhered to by the farm- 
ers in this part of the country almost tra- 
ditionally. The principal part of the ex- 
pense inthe cultivating of cotton is the 
hoe ing, as all farmers who cultivate cotton 


know. Having more land than labor, about 
five years ago, I planted part of my cotton 
four feet wide—I bad been planting three 
feet. I knew I would save a fotirth in the 
hoeing, but did not think it would fall off 
a fourth in the yield, and was surprised 
myself to find that the four feet rows 
yielded as much as the three feet, but such 
is the fact. I measured off two acres of 
land and laid it off by stakes, one acre four 
feet wide, the other three, each acre about 
the same kind of land—thin, sandy land. 
[t wassown in wheat the year before. I put 
two hundred pounds guano to each acre, 
that made a fourth more in the drili of the 
four feet rows than in the three. In thin- 
ning the cotton in the four feet rows I left 
two stalks standing, the width of a good 
sized hoe; the three feet 1 thinned to one 
stalk the same distance apart. The two 
actes tiade sixteen hundred pounds. The 
four feet rows five and one half pounds the 
most. Thenext year the t was the 
same. The next year wasadry year, and 

the four feet rows made the most. The last 
two years I have planted all my cotton four 
feet wide, an I do not expect 
to plant any other way in the future 

Now, to enlarge the operation, take a one 
hundred acre field and a seventy-five acre 
field of stubble land. The land would need 
breaking up before running off to put in 
guano. Ot course it would take a fourth 
longer to break up the one bundred acres 
than the seventy-five. Then start in two 
plows, one in each field, to running off the 
rows—the ove handred acres four feet wide 

the seventy-five three feet. Each would 
finish at the same time. The same in dis 
tributing the gtiaho, laying off to 
plant, sowing seed, g 
and boardin off if that be done. 
In plowing, what is called ranning around 
the cotton, the one hundred acres will be 
finished as quick as the seventy-five. The 
one hundred acres will be hoed in the same 
time, and so on through the cultivation, 
except when the whole row is ed out 
in the plowing, then it will

A MYSTERIOUS MURDER 


in Which a Woman is Suspected. 
Vicxesure, March 16.—The Spaulding- 
Maples tragedy at Edwards, Miss., is still a 
mystery so far as the causes which led to 


the deed areconcerned. All that is known 
at nt is this: About 10:30 o'clock 
Friday night the report of a shot-gun was 
heard coming from Mrs. Spaulding’s 
millinery store, and as abe lived 
alone, the citizens suspected something 
wrong and ran there. Immediately on 
approaching a second report rang out, and 
| the groans of a man were heerd distinctly. 
Mrs. Spaulding told those approaching to 
come in, that she had just shot a man, and 
they would find bim lying in the yard at the 
foot of the steps. They immediately rushed 
into the yard and were horror-stricken to 
find the wounded man was Mr. J. A. 
Maples, one of the most respected and 
promising oupng men of the town, 
and that e was in the throes 
of death. A physician was hastily sum- 
moned, but his condition was hopeless. 
Seven buckshot were buried in his breast, 
and be gave utterance to only one sentence, 
aud that was: “My God, what did that wo- 
man want to kill me for?” Mrs. Spauld- 
ing’s statement is that she thought he was 
a burglar, and reached fora gun on the shelf 
near her bed and shot him; and afterwards 
when he*staggered out fired again, but 
without effect. The woman's state 

ment is not generally credited, as Mr. 
Maples’ coat and vest were found in her 
room, and he was in his shirt sleeves when 
they raised him up. Powder was barntinto 
the victim's hands, showing that he must 
have been very close to the gun when shot, 
In one of the ves. pockets « nove was found, 
written by Mrs. Spaulding, and asking him 
to come around that evening. He 
aod Mrs. Spauiding, are ‘known 
to bave been on friendly terms. It 
is the freely expressed opinion that he was 
enticed there to be murdered, but what the 
motive was is pot yet known, as death has 
sealed the lips of the victim, and no wil- 
ness was present. Mrs. Spaulding lived 
entirely alone. She is a grass widow from 
Franklin Parish, La. Testimony of interest 
will be brought out at the trial, aud until 
then the cause of the deed and the circum- 
stances connected with it are not likely to 
be revealed.

Conclusive Evidence that the Trich- 
inzw Reports were Falise. 
Cuicaco, March 16.—The interest and 
displeasure over the bogus statistics pro- 
mulgated in Europe respecting infected 
pore atd trichinosis, increase as the facts 
yecome more patent. These are clearly 
brought out by the reliable official reports 
in the state department of agriculture, 
telegraphed last night, and by the fallow- 
ing statement of John Rauch, secre of 
the state board of health: “Since 136%, 
eleven deaths have occurred in Llinois ~ 
by trichinosis, and in every instance 
from eating raw ham or sausage. As a 
sanitarian, | regard the danger to life from 
this source as practically amounting to 
nothing, it being so’ easily prevented by 
cooking. No doubt, more deaths occur 
from many other articles of diet that are 
regarded as harmless, no record being made 

of the same,” 

This record of Dr. Rauch, showing as it 
does, that in fourteen years, out of 300,000 
people, only eleven people have died from 
this disease, about three-quarters of a per- 
son per year, must settie pretty conclnu- 
sively the story that Illinois rk is 
dangerous. When the fact is added that 
out of the millions of hogs that have 
entered Chicago in the two years past, only 
two have died of trichinosis, there is good 
reason to deny positively that any danger 
need be feared from provisions sent hence 
east and tothe continent. The story of the 
Philadelphia consul will be further settled 
by the investigation of Edwards Seere, 
consul general of Belgium to the United 
States, who come to Chicago to look into 
the matter. Itis stated that representa-

The two measures that ought to be 
foremost of any that will be pressed upon the 
attention of the general assembly in July next are 
the repeal of the usury law, and the revisien of 
our inefficient statutes for the collection of honest 
debits. Legislation solely in the interests of a 
class should cease at once, and the pest be reme- 
died as far as practicable.

Amongst the many men who had distin 
guished themselves in the revolutionary 
war. who were Georgiafs, none were more 
conspicuous than General Elijah Clarke. 
He was born in North Carolina, but came 
to Georgia when very young and located in 
Wilkes county. He was the brother-in-| 
of the celebrated Micajah Williamson, who 
came with him to the state and locaicd i: 
Wilkes county, and in the immediate 
neighborhood of Clarke. 

At the very commencement of the wa: 
they become active partisans to the carse 
of American liberty, and never abated their 
services until the successful termination of 
the struggle. They were emphatically 
frontier men; unused to hardships and suf- 
ferings, familiar with danger —— fearless of 
consequences which might result from any 
enterprise they deemed legitimate. Once 
determined they never retreated, but boldly 
daring they pushed on tothe consummation 
of their views, never stayed to caiculate 
the dangers or count the cost of 
any enterprise—looking always, alone to 
the means of success, Such men rarely 
failinany undertaking, and especially in 
one involving great consequences. Each 
was equally intrepid, but Clarke was the 
most restless and enterprising. William- 
son struggled to accomplish an end, and 
aspired to no ambi.ion beyond, His efforts 
were to preduce a result from which was to 
follow naturally all be desired. Clarke 
aspired beyond a single result. The 
accomplishment of the aim of his 
ambition in one enterprise, was but 
to open i door to another 
more daring and more fruitful of after re 
sults. His was a restless ambition, aspired 
more loftily, and readily eneptes the means 
his judgment told him would most likely be 
successful. He was ever weary of restraint, 
and his energies and saving was stimulated 
to freazy by opposition, He ever seemed 
to act under the impulse of “conquer or 
perish,”’ There was no middle ground, no 
compromise, no retreat. Prudence seemed 
alien to his nature, and the 
ardor of this impelled him 
too. frequently to forego principles and 
forget duty. He was an ardent patrio' 
because he hated oppression, and loved the 
largest liberty, and this at times carried 
him beyond the legitimate duties of a good 
citizen, when these interposed a barrier to 
his views and wishes. 

The restraints of law are rarely regarded 
scrupulously amongst a rude, enterprising 
frontier people. Interest and necessi'y 
suggests too frequently amean, antagoniz 
ing law for the accomplishment of an e..d 

and too frequently this end is of doubtfu! 
morality, as of doubtful legality. Men of 
ardent and impetuous natures leap 
to conclusions, and without cue 
reflection use every means at Command to 
sustain these. ‘They are frequently the 
dupes of cooler, more cautious, and more 
designing men, and are led into difficulties 
a less warm and enthusiastic temperament 
would have avoided, and the same cause 
which implicated them inga wrong impels 
them on in its prosecution. Hence, the 
noblest natures too frequently err and fali 
into imprudences iitile less than 
crimes. Reflection and caution § are 
never attributes of such natures 
and consequently we find the lives of such 
men full of inconsistencies and most glaring 
contradictions 

Elijab Clarke was such a man. His rearing 
had been amongst a rude and illiterate 
people, and his own education was very 
limited, He had been a man of wark from 
his earliest youth, amongst such a people, 
accustomed to lead, and especially in al! 
daring enterprises, full of natural good 
sense and neblefimpulses—alwavs deferrei 
to, and especialiv in all matters of daring 
and danger—rocked in the cradle of the 
revolution, contending against the 
savages upon the frontier of his 
adopted state and the lawless and 
abandoned tories. These regarded no law 

civil or moral, and practicing the most un- 
heard of cruelties upon the sparse popnia 

lation of the frontier settlements. It is not 
wonderful that the ardent nature of Clarke 
was stimulated to unrestrained acts ot 
equivocal morality, and at war with those 
ot arefinec humanity, for 1n such a state 
there could be no restraints of civil law. 
Retaliation seemsa natural instinct, and 
its provocation and degrees depends upon 


j the character and cause of the aggression. 


Such a state of affairs, the natural result 
of war continuing for seven years, operates 
terribly upon the natures of those participa 
ting in the conflict. It isa common beliel 
that the brave are always generous and 
humane, In the main, this may be true; 
but the bravest, when goaded by continual 
and systematic cruelties, 


ure 


aggression 
frequently to 
when in such state of mind and 
feeling they rival in cruelty 
the most offensive acts of the cold and nat- 
urally vindictive and cruel. The indul 
gence in these acts bluntsthe sensibilities 
of the most generous and brave, and affects 
mostinjuriously the moral senses of the 
most refined natures. Habit. and 
tion go very far towards the formation of 
opinions and the direetion of human coo- 
dact. These truths are sensibly illustrated 
in the life and character of Elijah Clarke 
When the war of the revolution was com 
pleted, the independence of the colonies 
was recognized by Britain, each separately 
as a free and independent state with the 
rights pertaining toeach as a colony of the 
mothercountry. Georgia was the youngest 
of the thirteen, and she claimed all the 
rights and all the territory designated in the 
charter to the company represented by 
General Oglethorpe. This immense terri- 
tory extending from the Savannah to the 
Mississippi river, and between the paralle!s 
of 81 and 35° of north latitude, was in the 
possession of the, aboriginees, with the 
exception of that portion between 
the Oconee and Savannah rivers. This 
was comparatively but a limited portion of 
her territory, and this was but sparsely 
populated. Asa colony she only repre- 
vented the mother country, in all her 
dealings by treaty with the Indians upon 
her soil but acknowledged as an indepen- 
dent sovereignty. She assumed as her 
right the control of these savages. This 
right was asserted by Elijah Clarke, and 
most tenaciously he clung to this claim. In 
the .organization of the confederacy 
of the states, soon afterthe termination of 
the revolution, this question of the right of 
control over the Indian tribes was neglected 
but the government of the confederation 
asserted the right to theircontro! by making 
treaties with the Indians, claining to have 
succeeded to all the rights belonging toand 
exercised by the crown of Great Britain 
anterior to the war of the revolution. 
Atthis period the Creek, or Muscogee, 
nation of Indians wasthe largest and most 
wariike of the continent, Spain had con- 
quened the Floridas from Britam, and 
Louisiana had been ceded by France to 
Spain. At Pensacola and Mobile large 
trading establishments had fora great while 
existed. These establishments, and es 
vecially those of Patnon, Les 
ie, etc., and Lachlin Mc- 
Gilvey, had branches of their hous s per ne 
ating the entire Indian country,and through 
these bad attained great influence over the 
tribes. Panton and McGilvey were both 
Scotchmen, butin interest were Spaniards, 
and by the Spanish government sustained 
and supported. MeGilyey had associated 
himself with an Indian woman asa wife— 
this woman was a half breed and was a re 
markable woman for a savage. Her 
family was one of distinction and high 
authority, among her people. Hence the 
influence of McGilvey with the Indians 
He accumulated great wealth in this trade. 
This woman bore him a son, to whose edu- 
cation he gave great attention. This son 
was the celebrated chief, Alexander Mc 
Gilvey, who so long and so potently gov 
erned the Creek nation. Lachlain McG fees 
resided in Georgia, and in the revolutionary 
struggle sided with the British nation, and 
at the termination of the war his property 
was confiscated and he banished from 
the state. This act, together with 
the, influence of Ponton, made his son, 
Alexander, the bitter and persistent enemy 
of Georgia, and be lost no opportunity to 
work her an injury. He was well educated, 
and his talents of a high order. He sub 
served every interest which antagonised 
those of Georgia, and was as ready to espouse 
that of Britain, or Spain, or France, as that 
of the United States when these affected in 
juriously those of Georgia. He broke al! 
pledges, disregarded all treaties -which 
pointed to the interest of Georgia, either in 
the infractions of her rights in com 
merce or the extension of her territory— 
artfully disguising his animosity under 
a pretended friendship, yet always finding 
a means of defeating her views and para!- 
yzing her interests. He would ; ro nise 10 
meet the commissioners to treat ivr peace 
and friendly relations, assemble his bead 
men and warriors, meet as promised the 
commissioners, and then find a means to 
defeat the making of a treaty. He feared 
to trust the care of his sean to Georgia, 
and denied her right as an independent 
state and refused to acknowledge his people 
as subjects of the state, claiming the terri. 
tory of their occupancy as theirs indefea- 
sibly, and repudiating the claim 
of Georgia. bere is now no 
doubt of bis acting under both Spanish and 
English instigati Both these powers 
pretedded to claim all that portion cf the 
west of ne ee river and with- 
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her subjects. This treaty did not arrest the 
occasional onslaughts of the Indians upon 
the froutiers of Georgia. In repelling these 
Genera! Clarke was efficiently active—unti! 
his very name became a terror to the In- 
dians. Very many of his old campaignera 
were now settled or strolling through the 
country. These always found tt 
welcome from Ciarke, and they 
were so much attached to him as to be ready 
to follow him in any enterprises he should 
devise or recommend. This treaty at New 
York had soured him toward the govern- 
ment, and even toward Washington him 
seif. This dissatisfaction was deep and 
general in Georgia, and the renewed hostil- 
ity of the Indians served to intensify it. 
Two years had elapsed when in April 
1798. Genet, the first minister from revo 
intionary France to the United States, ar- 
rived in America. He landed at Charleston, 
South Carelina, and almost immediately 
comreenced a series of intirgues, meant 
to dissatisfy the people of the United 
States with their government and with 
President Washington. 

Genet was a Frenchman oi consummate 
address, mercurial temperament, ardent and 
impetuous, apparently very candid and 
sincere, and with this artfal and designing, 
with great fixity of purpose and of most 
determined will—just such a man as was 
well calculated to ensnare aod lead estray 
such a man as General Eiijah Clarke. 

(Clarke had been associated with General 
Twiggs in the making of a treaty with the 
Creek Indians in 1785, which established 
certain boundaries between these Indians 
and the state of Georgia. These boundaries, 
and in truth the entire treaty had been set 
aside by the treaty made by the general 
government and the Indians, represented 
by McGilvey and others of that nation. 
This treaty gave great offense to the people 
of Georgis,and especially to General Clarke, 


' Floridans and the Georgians, to return to 
|his home in Wilkes county, defeated, 
humbled and disgraced. 

He was the father of General Jobn 
Clarke. subsequently governor of Georgia. 
Elijah Clarke. who died in Louisiana and is 
buried in the parish of Point Coupee and 
| Gibson Clarke, who was one of the first 
| graduating class of Franklin college. The 

last remnant of his. family is the 

celebrated Nancy Campbell, now of 
|Galveston, Texas. She was - the 
| daughter of Governor John Ciarke, and is, 
as she ever was, one of the noblest, wisest, 
and worthiest of ber sex. She is bow ap- 
proaching eighty years of age and has gone 
through life with the esteem and respect of 
all who ever knew her. It was my privilege 
to stand up with her as her attendant when 
she was married sixty years ago.

The purchaser complained, 
and finally asked how much more would 
induce him to sell, ‘‘Well,”’ replied the 
thrifty son of the granite state, “give me 
$250 more and we'll let her cry.” 
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who swore, he as a Georgian, would not 
be bound by it, and immediately collecting 


about him very many of the frontier 
settlers and moved over the Oconee, made 
settlements he built forts for their protec 
tion. That stern old patriot, George Mat- 
thews, was just then elected governor of 
the state asecond time over Edward Telfair 
and Jared Irwin.. He was a man, stern and 
and determined as Clarke, conscientious 
and faithful to his duties. He ‘did not 
approve tke treaty which guaranteed 
in perpetuity the title to the 
Indians of the lands within the chartered 
limits of the state of Georgia, and in which 
the United States assumed control of these 
Indians. But he viewed a treaty as law, and 
did not assume to determine its constitn- 
tionalty once it was solemnly negotiated 
by the government. He did not view an 
oath as a mere matier of form, but obliga- 
tory upon his conscience, and in the dis 
charge of his official duties scrupulousiy 
obeyed its obligations. Clarke was acting 
in defiance of the stipulations of the treaty 
with McGilvey. is conduct was irri 
tating to the Indians and weaken- 
ing their respect for the government. 
Ihe Georgia frontier was extensive and 
greatly exposed, and it was important thet 
all treaties with the Indians should be 
strictly observed. At this time the Creeks 
and Cherokees constituted a most for- 
midable power. They could muster over 
thirty thousand warriors. This was a power 
not to be despised, but in the condition of 
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the state to be covetedand conciliated. All 
of this was apparent to Matthews, and these | 
facts, independent of his official duties, | 
TAS sufficient to influence his | 
action. He notified Clarke that he was in | 
rebellion against the treaty stipulations of 
the government and the best interests of | 
the state, and urged him to desist, and at 
once to withdraw his forces and abandon 
his enterprise. Such a warning. had little | 
influence with Clarke. He knew the} 
people of his part of the state, and knew, 
too, that they shared with him this opposi- 
tion to the treaty, and went forward in his 
preparations to occupy the country, whica 
had been guaranteed by the United States 
tothe Indians. Matthews then issued his 
;ro‘iamation commanding the civil and 
military powers of the state to arrest Clarke 
and his followers and bring them before 
the authorities of the state for trial and 
punishment. In the meantime, the gov- 
ernment of the United States had assumed 
to act in the matter, and in aid of the au 
thorities of Georgia. Assoon as Clarke 
learned = this he surrendered him- 
self to the authorities of Wilkes, 
and by these was subsequently discharged. 
Clarke was a rude, uncouth and illiterate 
man; understood but little of government; 
was brave, bold and detiant, and at once 
supposed he had been justified by the 
proper tribunals of his state, and went | 
boldly on to the consummation of his | 
plans. He had never knownany authority 
superior io his own, save that of England 
and of his own state. The former he had 
detied successfully for seven years; had tri- 
umphed over and conquered it, and was | 
entirely ignorant of the extent and efficien- | 
cy of the new government instituted in its 
stead. Consequently, he believed his 
conduct had been justified by the 
only authonty he recognized superior to 
his own. But there were men whothought 
with him, and in whose higher intelligence 
he had confidence. These men, as soon as 
they learned that action had been taken by 
the government of the United States, and 
that measures were being rapidly taken by 
the officers of that government to arrest | 
Clarke and his followers and to treat them 
as enemies of the country, advised him of 
the dangers of his situation, 
and induced him at once 
to abandou his enterprise and disperse his 
followers. Such was the prestige of his 
name with the population of that part of 
the state, that many, very many, had 
flocked to his standard, wad the prepara- 
tions for holding the territory beyond, or 
west of the Oconee, were extensive. A com- 
mittee of safety had been appointed, a 
board of officers elected, while Ciarke was 
chosen the major-general and commander- 
in-chief of the settiement. Several forts had 
been built at commanding distances, mili. 
tary stores were obtained and the most 
determined resolutions taken to sustain the 
undertaking. Clarke, in writing to Judge 
Walton, said: ‘I am determinedly fixed, to 
risk everything with my life upon the 
issue and forthe success of the enterprise.’’ 
Yet under the advise of friends, and the 
presence of a United States armed force, he 
abandoned the lawless effort to thwart the 
action, and nulify a treaty of the govern 
ment . 
Smarting under this disappointment, he 
was prepared to listen to and adopt the 
views of the French minister, who was 
audaci>u-ly intriguing to revolutionize the 
government but recently established and 
under the pilotage of Washington. History 
leaves in doubt what were the real views of 
the new government in sending Genet as 
minister plenipotentiary to the United 
States. This can now only be surmised 
from the conduct of that minister. France 
was in pessession of, that vast domain 
designated as Louisiana, This treaty 
extends from the Mississippi west to the Rio 
Grade, thence up these streams to their 
sources, and from these, in parallel lines, 
to the Pacific ocean. Spain had recovered 
Florida from England, and claimed ali the 
territory from her eastern boundary to the 
Mississippi, including all the territory be- 
low the mouth of the Yazoo river. The 
population along the Mississippi extending 
east to the Mobile river, and up 
the two streams to the line direct from the 
mouth of the Yazoo, on the Mississippi 
river,‘o the mouth of the Black Warrior on 
the ‘lombigbee, were principally English or 
American. The dominion of this territory 
west of the Mobile river was disputed and 
claimed by America, or the United States, 
England and Spain. It had been peopled 
with men claiming tc be royalists, 
and who had abandoned the United 
States at and betore the commencement of 
the war of the revolution. Hither, too, had 
fled the tories of that war in large numbers 
at its conclusion. These claimed the 
protection of the English government 
and assumed that the country of their 
residence rightly belonged to England. 
Spain claimed it asa part of west Florida 
and built Fort Rosalie at Natchez aud a fort 
at Baton Rouge, the only portion of 
the territory really belonging to France, or 
claimed by her, was the island of Orleans. 
This island was made by the bayou Man- 
shack, which left the Misssissippi river 12 
miles below Baton Rouge, and united with 
lake Mourepas and with jake Ponchtrain 
through pass Manchack. The Span 
iards were unpleasant neighbors to 
both. The French, and the Americans, and 
were equally anxiousto be rid of them. 
It is now supposed that Gevet’s mission 
was to foment discord between the states; 
to promote a separation of the southern 
from the northern, and by the aid of the 
south seize and appropriate to France the 
Flomdas and the southern states. His 
coming, first to asouthern port. Charleston, 
and lingering tardily through the south 
on his way to Philadelphia, where now had 
been moved the seat of government. His 
audacious intrigues, commenced and con- 
tinued with his journey, and his bold im- 
pertinence when he had reached Philadel- 
phia, all seem to point to this as the aim 
and object of his mission.

Lonpon, March 16—A_ dispatch from 
Durban to the Times says: General Sir 
Kvelyn Wood had an interview with 
Joubert, dhe Boer commander, on Monday, 
at which it was agreed to extend 
the armistice four days.
